Grviect cave his place and date of 
birth tho sac a3 contained in his record. Imn disaseing 145 Cains 
lige, Subject related thet his father had emicrated to Cuba fron 
Spain when he was 15 years of ace. Swiject's father cana froa the 
nerthern part of Spain from a place calied Manzanert. Sudo ject 
stated what his mother and “ather are now residin: in Camazuey, 
mentioned that nis father had favored tne Spanish Reudlic when the 
revolutionary difficalt:2s occurred in Spain. As 4 yesult Supject 
gtated that his lather joined the Carunist Party for a period of 
six ur seven oars. The Party att. ucted his father vecause he wante 
ed to help the Spanish Reocolic and was active in twnab part of She 
Party which aided the Ssanish Republicans. Arocad 1939 the Party 
wanted to send Sudject's father to Russa cor sraining and also wanted 
nia to infers on cts friends, Swject srared that his father refused 
4 ect as an informant and vas then puolicly thrown out of ie Party. 
Subject related that this as puolicly recorded in the Corsunist 
nevepaper Hoy Gudject related hew his Cather then vecane violently 
anti-Comsunist and raised Subject with this prejudice.

Accordingly Suoject went into the mountains in October’ 1958 where he 
was accepted sy CASTRO. Suoject served as a judce advocate recmral's 
aide and engaced in three oattles, After the fi hting was over and 
the revolution was successful, many of the Comunists stayed in the 
nosntains to organize the farmers, loving this Subject requested to 
ei... in the nountains as an orvanizer of the farners in order to 
coisat the Cosranist influence on tie farmers, Susject here orzanized
